Hall also asked that the 
stock of the newspapers be converted 
“by the receiver into cash by sale or 
otherwise .. .” 

Lavarre’s attorneys today stated 
their theory of the case for the bene- 
fit of the court after Hall’s counsel 
had blocked questions put to Fitzhugh 
McMaster. editor of The Columbia 
Record, and C. O. Hearon, editor of 
the Spartanburg newspapers, the first 
two defense witnesses. 

Both men declared they remained 
under contract only after these assur- 
ances were received, and that this 
policy has been carried out. McMaster 
said his paper was carrying out a 
“nower fight” and that it was. suc- 
cessful. 

Both men said they had regarded 
Lavarre as the owner and had never 
heard of Hall as a partner until he 
sued for equal operating control. Mce- 
Master testified under questioning that 
an editorial appeared in his paper re- 
ferring to “ownership by lLavarre 
and Hall.” 

A memorandum by J. C. McAuliffe, 
of the Chronicle, sent to N. C. Head, 
of the power company, by Hall, was 
introduced by the. defense.

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INLAND WATER TRANSPORT. 

The secretary of war, former 
Congressman Good, of lowa, sym- 
pathizing with a known obsession 
of President Hoover, is strongly 
advocating the early and compre- 
hensive improvement of the inland 
waterways of the nation. He mar- 
Shals the many economic reasons 
which argue for the national un- 
dertaking, the most persuasive be- 
ing the facilities and economic say- 
ings to the farmers and factors of 
the inland countries in distributing 
their products to domestic markets 
and ports for their exportation to 
foreign markets. 

Other nations have proved that 
it is practical-and profitable to use 
available water ways for convenient 
and cheap transport of products 
which may easily lose values by 
more expensive carrying charges. 
The Manchester ship canal in Eng- 
land is one great instance and the 
Kiel canal in Germany is another, 
not to mention such international 
cases aS the Suez and the Panama 
canals. 

The engineer corps of the army 
is surveying and charting the navi- 
gable possibilities of some two hun- 
dred rivers of continental United 
States, while the coastal inland 
waterways from Boston to New 
Orleans are already mapped. Rivers 
from the Atlantic and Gulf coasts 
that reach inland have also been or 
are being explored for barge navi- 
gation. 

The projects urged by the secre- 
tary of war should unquestionably 
include the Atlantic and gulf canal 
from ‘St.. Marys in Georgia to St. 
Marks in Florida. That is a ship 
canal that must eventually be built, 
so why not now?

SCOTCHING SYNDICALISM. 

An effort will be made in the 
regular session of congress to enact 
a replica of the California law 1 
against criminal syndicalism, which © 
has been uphe!d by the supreme 
court of the United States. Such a: 
law of congress could only apply: 
to the District of Columbia and the 
territories, as the subject in the 
several states is wholly within 
their police powers, as in California. 

Criminal syndicalism is clearly 
defined as “by spoken or written 
words, or personal conduct, advo- 
cates, teaches, or aids and abets, the 
duty, or necessity, or propriety of 
committing crime, sabotage, vio- 
lence, or any unlawful methods of 
terrorism as a means of accomplish- 
ing a change in industrial owner- 
ship or control, or effecting any po- 
litical change.” * 

Organized labor has set its face 
and uttered its powerful voice 
sternly against any such communis- 
tic and anarchistic methods of ex- 
ploiting the workers of the na- 
tion. The system of syndicalism 
is the invention of those radical 
communists who would revolution- 
ize society and destroy organized 
government.

YOUR BOY AND YOUR GIRL

Not What. But How, to Think. 

Yesterday I addressed a letter “To 
the Boy Who Isn’t Going Back.” To- 
day I should like to discuss “Teacher's 
Ethics” with everybody. 

A code of teachers’ ethics, adopted 
last summer by the National Educa- 
tion Association, was unanimously ap- 
proved by the large number of teach- 
ers who met at Atlanta. I believe 
that it will greatly aid co-operation 
between parents and teachers and the 
pupils, too, if we all can see the code 
as the others see it. 

Perhaps the best way to bring out 
the various points of view is in the 
form of a test which can be taken not 
only by teachers and superintendents, 
but also by parents and pupils, Then, 
perhaps, through this department con- 
flicting points of view can be ad- 
justed to the great benefit of all. 

Schools exist to teach the child not 
what to think but how to think for 
himself. Any other use is‘a betrayal 
of its purpose. To make this clear to 
teachers, parents, taxpayers and the 
children, I have started under eight 
letter headings sentences which re- 
quire for correct completion one of the 
numbered reasons. 

a. The schoolroom is the proper 
theatre for (1) spreading your re 
ligious beliefs, (2) expressing politi- 
cal propaganda, (3) teaching subjects, 
(4) teaching children. 

b. A teacher should help a child 
who is failing (1) by keeping him 
after school, (2) by tutoring him out 
of school hours for pay, (3) by show- 
ing him how to study, (4) by dis- 
covering the causes for his failure. 

ce. A teacher should recommend for 
her department those books which are 
(1) written by her superintendent or 
principal, (2) those which help re- 
imburse the book agent who has been 
kind to her, (3) those whieh are best 
suited to the needs of the pupils, 
(4) those which have been recently 
published. 

d. A teacher should unfavorably 
criticise other teachers (1) openly at 


faculty meetings, (2) behind the back 
of her associates, (3) before’ the 
pupils, (4) not at all. 

e. A teacher should teach (1) be- 
cause she can use the money to ad- 
vantage until something else turns up, 
(2) because she likes children, (3) be- 
cause she likes teaching, (4) because 
it is a gerfteel job. 

f. Teachers should get a raise of 
pay by (1) asking individually for it, 
(2) asking through a teacher organi- 
zation, (3) doing good work and wait- 
ing for financial recognition, (4) doing 
good work and asking for financial 
recognition, (5) holding up the school 
board after first obtaining another 
position, 

g. Teachers can increase the dignity 
of their calling by (1) informing 
everybody that they are teachers, (2) 
going about their own business and 
acting like other humans, (3) apolo- 
gizing for being in it, (4) passing 
resolutions. 

h. Teachers whose homes are in 
other cities should (1) show no in- 
terest in the community in which they 
teach beyond knowing when the first 
train leaves on Friday afternoon and 
the night before a holiday, (2) par- 
ticipate in the home, church, social 
and community life of the city in 
which they are employed to the same 
extent that any individual does’ who 
is not a “native son or daughter,” 
(3) call the place a “hick town” and 
the people in it “has beens that never 
were.” 

I do not see any occasion for under- 
scoring what you think is the right 
answer and sending it in. JI have 


short space and in different form the 
teachers’ code of honor adopted at 
Atlanta. I hope it may be helpful 
in clarifying the attitude of a teacher 
toward her position and the commu- 
nity which employs ber and the at- 
titude of a community, its fathers and 
mothers, toward its teachers.

FOR NEW STRIKE TRIAL 


Juror Goes Insane and Mur- 
der Hearing Is Ad- 
journed. 


Charlotte, N. C., September 9.—(/) 
The second effort to try 16 textile 
mill strikers and strike leaders on 
charges of murdering O. F. Aderholt, 
chief of police of Gastonia, today came 
to an abrupt end when J. G. Camp- 


bell, a juror, became insane. 

The third effort will open on Sep- 
tember.30 in the same courtroom and 
with the same judge. 

The events of today which brought 
the trial to an abrupt ending as it was 
due to start on the third week, came 
with startling suddenness. There had 
been reports that some of the jurors 
were not standing the confinement 
well but there was no indication that 
anything seriously was wrong with 
any of the 12 men. 

Campbell, a news vendor and the 
third juror picked after the trial got 
under way, collapsed while on the way 
to the courthouse this morning. It de- 
veloped that he had first shown signs 
of mental aberration on Saturday aft- 
ernoon after court recessed for the 
week-end. He had other attacks yes- 
terday and early this morning. 

When he suffered the attack early 
today Judge M. VY. Barnhill, who was 
presiding at the special term of 
court, was called as was Dr. John 
(). Meyers. Campbell was quieted and 
it was decided that an effort would 
be made to take him into court this 
morning at which time the situation 
would be gone igto. 


Had Emotional Insanity. 


_ Dr. Meyers, from the witness stand 
in court, declared that Campbell was 
suffering from an emotional insanity 
that was likely to recur at any time 
and that he was not fit to go on 
with the case. Judge Barnhill, after 
the defense had sought to refill the 
jury and go ahead, decided that the 
only course left open was to adjourn 
court, release the jury and ask Govy- 
ernor C. Max Gardner to call another 
term of court. This was done. 

Members of the jury after being 
dismissed said that Campbell early 
today had aroused them by his ac- 
tions. He asked one man to read a 
chapter of the Bible to him. This was 
done and Campbell went into a frenzy 
of “shouting.”

This indication, according to the re- 
port, is based upon condition of 59 
per cent of normal, as compared with 
69 per cent August 1, 58 per cent on 
September 1, 1928, and the 10-year 
average, 1918-1927, of 52 per cent. 
Probable production is 163, bales 
greater than last year’s outturn of 
1,030,000 bales and 93,000 bales more 
than the 1927 crop of 1,100,000 bales, 
but 303,000 less than the 1,496,000 
bales produced in 1926. 

Acreage Reduced. 

The fact that the indicated produc- 
tion is slightly more than the corre- 
sponding figure a month ago was said 
to be due to a decrease of 2 per cent 
from the 10-year figure of 3.5 in acre- 
age abandoned after July 1. ‘The 
report gave a preliminary estimate of 
3,851,000 acres for harvest. 

Continued dry weather in northern 
Georgia during July and August was 
reported to have reduced prospects 
from early season expectations through 
exces%ve shedding and checking 
gruwth. Weevil damage, however, was 
held to a minimum over most of the 
section. 

In the lower Piedmont, central and 
southern sections of the state heavy 
weevil loss, anticipated and considered 
decline in condition owing to showery 
weather conditions which have pre- 
vailed. The injury to mature bolls 
has been particularly heavy in mid- 
dle Georgia, the report stated, al- 
though in spite of such damage this 
section bids fair to produce more cot- 
ton than last year.

PITCHER’S VIEWPOINT. 

“Let's start with the pitcher's view- 
point. 

“No one is in a better position to 
note t'e speed of a. ball when it is 
hit to the infield than the pitcher. 
And I know and other pitchers who 
were in the game before this hitting 
craze started and continued through 
it, up to the last year or so, will tell 
you that the ball travels like a bullet 
these days in comparison to the speed 
in had, say, 15 years ago. 

“It used to be that when a ball 
was hit back toward the pitcher he 
had a fair chance of fielding it him- 
self—unless it happened to be a line 
drive. Now, when the ball comes to- 
wards you or near enough that you 
would ordinarily field it in the old 
days, you haven’t time to recover your 
balance, after delivering the ball, and 
even attempt to field it. Im not 
discussing the matter from the stand- 
point of what a good fielding or poor 
tielding pitcher might do. Or am I 
taking my own case. I know what 
balls the pitcher could have fielded, 
with the old ball in play. I know 
they can’t be fielded now by the man 
ou the hill. 

FELF-PRESERVATION. 


“And if the present ball is driven 
rig:t at the pitcher he has but one 
aim in life—that is to save that life. 
A check on the number of fielding 
plays which a pitcher takes part in 
these days would bear me out. 

“So much for the pitcher. 

“I’ve watched a lot of infield in- 
fielders handle ground balls the last 
20 years. I’ve discussed the thing 
with them. 

“The charge has been made that 
infielders don’t cover as much ground 
these days. They can’t. For the 
simple reason that a ball, driven the 
same distance to the right or left of 
them these days, which could have 
been handled with a fair chance of 
fielding it cleanly and making a play 
at one of the bases a decade or two 
ago, has gone by like a bullet by the 
time they get to the spot,these days. 

“A, of the old infielders will tell 


you that. 

“They'll tell you, too, that the ball 
comes to them today with the speed 
of a bullet, compared to the way it 
used to. No infielder can play close 
in, and take a chance on the first 
hop o° the ball. A bad hop and it 
will bound a mile over their heads. 

BACKS TO THE FENCE. 

“As for the outfielders. Every- 
body knows that, whereas it used to 
be the habit to play deep for cer- 
tain heavy hitters, it has become the 
eustom to play with their backs to the 
fence. This for the simple reason 
that anybody who gets a fair cut at 
a good ball, one across the plate and 
at the height he likes, can lace it to 
the fence, if not over. And that 
brings us right back to the point 
where we've got to accept the fact 
that either the ball now in use 1s 
livelier than the old one or some se 
cret of batting has been found—or we 
have grown a race of super-hitters. 

“Whatever other effects this con- 
tinued slugging has on baseball, one 
thing is sure, it will continue to 
lower the standard of pitching.” _

ONLY REAL TEST 
FOR AMATEURS 


Johnston Displayed His 
Real Game Only in Long 
Matches in Amateur.

Pebble Beach, Calif., Sep- 
tember 9.—Agitation for abo- 
lition again of hazardous 18- 
hole matches seems likely to 
follow the thirty-third national 
amateur golf championship, 
which witnessed the crowning 
of Harrison R. (Jimmy) John- 
ston of St. Paul as successor to 
the throne occupied by Bobby 
Jones. 


On the same theory by whieh cham- | 
pionship tennis matches are decided 


seven ball games, a substantial group 
of officials and experts considers 
that 36 holes represents a more con- 
vineing test of golf than the 18 which 
now prevails for the first two rounds 
of the amateur tournament. 

At Oakmont in 1926 a system of 
limiting the qualifiers to 16 and play- 
ing all srbsequent matches at 36 holes 
was tried but abandoned the follow- 
ing year. Sectional qualification has 
been urged and may be the final so- 
lution, along the lines it has been 
adopted for the open championship. 
At any rate, fresh fuel has been add- 
ed to the old argument by the events 
in the now historic battle of Pebble 
Beach, where the champion and sev- 
eral of his foremost rivals were un- 
ceremoniously eliminated in the first 
round and the dope upset by a title 
match which brought together John- 
ston and Dr, Oscar F, Willing, of 
Portland, Ore., neither of whom had 
ever gone beyond the third round 
previously. 

The new champion, Johnston, had 
one of his closest. calls in the first 
round, where he was carried to the 
19th hole to vanquish a Californian, 
John De Paolo, brother of the noted 
racing driver. Furthermore John- 
ston, in the 36-hole matches which 
started with the third round, rallied | 
to win his two main tests after trail- 
ing at the end of 18 holes. 

Johnston was one down to George 
Voight, of New York at the 18-hole 
mark in their third round match, but 
came back to wage a sensational 
fight in the afternoon and finally win 
on the 39th hole in the longest match 
of the tournament. “Jimmy” was way 
off his game at the start of the final 
with Dr. Willing, being three down 
several times and barely holding the 
Portland dentist to a,1-hole margin 
before lunch. But in the afternoon 
Johnston was a different golfer, play- 
ing close to par as he took a com- 
manding lead and won 4 up and 3 to 
play. 

In other words, the longer route 
proved Johnston's championship class, 
just as it has been to the favor of 
Bobby Jones. Jones, in the amateur

Johnston's iron play for the last 24 
holes, which he played in only three 
over par, was spectacular and the 
decisive factor in his favor. Once 
Johnston took command on the out- 
going nine of the afternoon round he 
never lost control of his play to the 
greens. Johnston's finish was the 
only thing that redeemed a first 
round in which each had a medal 
score of 80, eight over par, with out- 
going nines of 43 for Johnston and 
41 for Willing. Willing took 40 on 
the same nine in the afternoon. Alto- 
gether, the do¢tor was 15 over par for 
33 holes. He wasted eight shots in 
four bunkers at critical stages of the

Havana, September 9.—(/)—Re

Rodriguez was arrested last year at 
Tampa, Fla., after a world-wide search 
of four years, and was recently con- 


victed of murder and sentenced’ to 
death. Pineda aided Rodriguez in kill- 
ing 64-year-old Emilia Muniz and it 
was his testimony that convicted the 
condemned man. Pineda is now serving 
a sentence and at the same time acting 
as executioner. 

In a statement to the Associated 
Press last week Pineda said he would 
“execute Rodriguez with as little com- 
punction as any other man,” but his 
bravado had disappeared today in the 
letter he wrote to prison officials re- 
fusing to turn the garrote lever. 

Rodriguez on the other hand has 
further complicated matters by declin- 
ing to consider a life sentence, declar- 
ing death to be better than years of 
imprisonment, As a result the law 
may still compel Pineda to execute his 
former friend. 


I.C.C.PROTESTS 
IMPUTED POWER 
ON STATION RULING 


Washington, September 9.—(/)— 
The interstate commerce commission 
today protested to the supreme court 
against one of the commission’s im- 
puted powers, that of ordering the con- 
struction of union stations, by asking 
the court to review the decision re- 
quiring it to decide whether a station 
should be built in Los Angeles. 

The District of Columbia court of 
appeals has held the commission must 
hear evidence offered by the Califor- 
nia city. The controversy is consid- 
ered of great importance to other 
cities which are contemplating new 
passenger terminals, 

“Congress has not authorized the 
commission to require the building of 
new union stations in lieu of existing 
individual terminals,” the brief con- 
tended, “and a power of such far- 
reaching scope should not be read 
into the act.”

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A burst of enthusiasm followed the 

government report on the cotton crop 
condition and quantity yesterday, and 
prices soared upward from $2.50 to 
$3.50 immediately following issuance 
of the bulletin. 
_ Slight recessions later on profit-tak- 
ing cut the margin of advance some- 
what and prices closed steady, $1.05 to 
$1.30 up in New York and $1.35 to 
$1.75 higher in New Orleans. 


Spot prices ranged higher steadily, 
the market closing 30 points up in 
New Orleans and higher in Atlanta. 

The crop report, cause of the ad- 
vance, indicates a September 1 condi- 
tion of 55.4 per cent as compared with 
69.6 for the August 1 report.

Cuts Gas Prices. 

Atlantic Refining made a cut of a 
cent a gallon in gasoline prices today 
in* Pennsylvania and Delaware. Wall 
Street oil men believe that price cut- 
ting in gasoline will go further be- 
cnuse of the heavy over-production 
of crude oil plus the improved methods 
of refining gasoline from crude, plus 
the ending of the peak seasonal sum- 
mer demand for gasoline. Oil shares 
were firm today but usually well in- 
formed Wall Street oil men are not 
bullish on these stocks, despite the 


fact that oil shares have not partici- 
pated in this year’s upward move- 
ment. Something will have to be done 
to definitely bring about a sustained 
downward trend in crude oil produc- 
tion before the Wall Street oil men 
quoted above become bullish on oil 
shares. 

Healthy Condition. 


There was a sudden advance of $3 
a bale in cotton prices when trading 
in cotton was resumed after the gov- 
ernment published its monthly cotton 
report as of September 1, indicating 
a crop of only 14,825,000 bales. This 
compares with 15,543,000 bales a 
month ago. The cotton trade was 
looking for a government report of at 
least 15,100,000 bales. Besides this! 
unexpected drop the condition of cut- 
ton was given at only 55.4 per cent 
against 64.2 a month ago. Moreover, 
the condition of cotton in Texas was 
given at only 46 per cent and for 
Oklahoma 51, These two states raise 
40 per cent of the total crop. The 
crop in Texas and Oklahoma is 
planted early so that the chances of 
improvement from now on are com- 
paratively small. 

This week started with stock mar- 
ket opinion in Wall Street sharply 
divided. Over the week-end traders in 
the stock market did much thinking 
about what happened last week and 
as a result all of Wall Street is di- 
vided more or less into two groups of 
thinking. Of one side it is being ar- 
gued that the sensational break in 
prices the last hour last Thursday was 
justified and that the remarkable re- 
covery starting at the opening Fri- 
day and running to the,close of the 
week was hand-made and not justified. 
On the other side it is being argued 
that last Thursday's break in prices 
was not justified and that the subse- 
quent recovery was natural. Each side 


believes it is right. Between the two 
the stock market this week is likely to 
reflect cross currents. 

In brief, the stock market has,| 
reached a point where the two existing | 
groups of thinkers might be divided ; 
into conservatives and liberals. The | 
conservatives hold that stock prices 
and brokers’ loans are too high; that 
all that is favorable in the general 
trade situation and outlook has been 
more than discounted stock market- 
wise. The liberals admit that stock 
prices and brokers’ loans are high but 
that there is nothing in sight to pre- 
vent stock prices and brokers’ loans 
from going still higher. Each side is 
confident that it has made out a good 
case. 

There has been a division of stock 
market opinion in Wall Street ever 
since prices of stocks started to re- 
cover from the collapse in March, 
1826, when the subject of brokers’ 
loans and federal reserve policy be- 
came uppermost in discussion. Since 
then there have been various new 
phases of the discussion, but funda- 
mentally for the past three years Wall 
Street has been divided between con- 
servatives and liberals. So far it must 
be admitted the liberals have had all 
the best of it, the result of which has 
been to steadily draw a sharper line 
between the thinking of the two 
groups, one side saying, “Come on, 
let’s go,” the other “You had better 
watch your step.” 

he only recent change has been 
that more liberals are becoming con- 
servative. It is up to each individual 
trader to decide which group is the 
most logical. 


High Lights in the Cotton Market

In one of these cotton letters it 
was recently suggested that someone 
should prepare a calendar of the cot- 


ton market. Acting upon this sugges- 
tion a friend who insists that his iden- 
tity and cynicism shal! not be re- 
vealed has sent us what he describes 
as “the calendar of a cotton fool.” 
We wish we had permission to repro- 
duce it as it is amusing, but perhaps | 
the inhibition that has been put upon 
its publication is wise, for there are 
not many of us who like to see our- 
selves as others see us. 

In the calendar which has evoked 
these remarks, a crop scare and an 
advance of a cent a pound was pre- 
dicted for the last week of August. 
The crop scare and the advance came 
almost exactly on time, and most of 
the published crop estimates now in- 
dicate that current ideas of the yield 
are about 500,000 bales less than they 
were a month ago. In other words, 
the “productive expectancy” on Sep- 
tember 1 was probably about 15,000.- 
000 as against 15,500,000 on August 1. 


The differegce is hardly more than 
the world’s present consumption of 
all growths for a week, but the re- 
duction seems to be construed as in- 
dicating a moderate rather than a sup- 
erabundant yield, and spinners and 
short sellers appear to interpret it ac- 
cordingly. 

Buying by spinners has _ probably 
been exaggerated, as there is little 
forward business being done in the 
cloth markets, and manufacturers are 
not disposed to buy very far ahead. | 
But for a time there were more buy-— 
ers than sellers, and the result was 
an advance which carried prices al- 
most 2 cents a pound above the léw- 
est. figure of the recent decline. This 
has probably exhausted the specula- 
tive possibilities of the market on the | 
bull side unless something sensational | 
happens to the crop. | 

In the cotton belt the month of | 
September may bring tropical storms, | 
hot winds, and other adverse condi- 
tions which may breed crop scares. 
October may also bring prematurely 
cold nights, intimations of frost and 
various forms of deterioration which 
are alarming though normal. For 
these reasons it is unlikely that the 
trade will make up its mind as to 


' 


no one knows anything. Evefi Uncle 
Sam is ignorant of the subject about 
which he issues so many reports, but 
there is no doubt that the farmers 
can get a reasonably fair. price for the 


cotton they have raised this year if 
they hold it and do not plant an ab- 
surdly big acreage next season. 


The dry goods market has been 
moderately active. Its activity would 
have been greater if the majority of 
manufacturers had not feared that 
the futures market would go up or 
down sensationally on the government 
report to be issued Monday. 


The best advices indicate that 
American distributors of cotton goods 
have bare shelves, that they are ready 
to buy largely when they think_the 
time for such purchases is ripe, and, 
therefore, an active demand may be 
expected on any decline of impor- 
tance,

Machine Tool Orders 


September 1 by 


The change in direction of the trend 
in machine tool gross orders is now 
definitely established as the July in- 
dex was the second consecutive sharp 
reduction. Machine Tool gross orders 
reached a peak in February of this 
year. The index number was 336, the 
highest since the year 1920. From 
March until May some hesitancy was 
apparent, and orders began to slip off, 
reaching as‘low as 320 in April. In 
May the index rose to 334 but in June 
the first drastic decline occurred and 
the index fell to 292. The July index 
of 259 is the lowest for any month 
this year and the lowest since August 
of last year. 

There is one significant point, how- 
ever, which is to be brought out. That 
is, that since 1923 the changes in 
direction of Machine Tool—orders 


‘have generally preceded the peaks or 


lows of automobile production and 
general business. 

For instanee, in 1923 the peak in 
orders came in March, the peak of 
business in June, and in automobiles 
in December. In 1924, the lows in or- 
ders and automobile production came 
the same month, June, followed in 
July by the Jow in business. In 1925, 
the peaks came within two months of 
each others, orders in October, auto- 
mobile production in November and 
business in December. The lows in 
1927 came also within two months’ 
time, orders in September, and auto- 
mobile production and business in No- 
vember. 

Since it is apparent that Machine 
Tool orders passed their peak in Feb- 
ruary, past history warrants expecta- 
tion of peaks in both automobile pro- 
duction and general business activity 
before the end of 1929. It is possible 
that May will prove to have seen the 
peak in general business though the 
recession since then has not been great 
enough to be entirely convincing. 

The maximum output of motor cars, 
so far, occurred in April. Present con- 
ditions suggest rather strongly that 
the April rate (allowing for seasonal 
factors) will not be exceeded. The de- 
cline in motor production since April 
has been fairly rapid; 662,557 units 
were produced in the United States 
and Canada in that month. Production 
in July fell off to 517,792 units— 
considerably more than the seasonal 
decline. 

There are many elements which are 
combining to darken the outlook for 
the motor industry. Production has 
outstripped the market. Dealers’ stocks 
are large. Competition becomes keen- 
er. Price cuts already bear this out. 
A precipitate decline does not seem to 
be in prospect for the immediate fu- 
ture. however, and with the momentum 
the industry now has it may go on set- 
ting néw seasonal retords for ‘some 
months.

The pace of trading showed 
but moderate recession from the fast 
gait set last week, the day’s turnover 
exceeding 4,860,000 shares.

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Georgia cotton crop, prospects on 
September 1 pointed to a total of 
about 1,193,000 bales (500 pounds 
gross weight), according to an official 
cotton report issued by the United 
States division of crop estimates. This 


indication is hased upon a report on 
condition of 59 per cent of normal, as 
compared with 69 per cent August 1, 

per_cent on September 1, 1928, 
and the 10-year average, 1918-1927, 
of 52 per cent. Probable production 
is set as 163,000 bales greater than 
last year’s crop of 1,930,000 bales 
and 93,000 bales more than the 1927 
crop of 1,100,000. bales, but 305,000 
less than the 1,496,000 bales produced 
in 1926, 

Indicated production is slightly 
more than the corresponding figure 
This is due to re 
ported acreage abandoned after July 
1 being only 1.8 per cent, instead of 
reaching the 10-year abandonment of 
3.8 per cent used on August 1. Pre 
liminary estimate of acreage for har- 
vest is 3,851,000 acres. 

In northern Georgia continued dry 
weather during July and August re- 
duced prospects from early season ex- 
pectations through excessive shedding 
and checking growth. However, wee- 
vil damage was held to the minimum 
over most of this section. Produe- 
tion is expected to fall somewhat be- 
low last season. 

In the lower Piedmont, central and 
southern sections of the state, heavy 
weevil damage, anticipated and con- 
sidered in the August 1 report, has 
materialized. Showery weather econ- 
ditions have prevailed over most of 
these areas and considerable decline 
in condition has resulted. Infesta- 
tion of squares and small bolls has 
been practically complete for several 
weeks and a considerable number of 
large bolls have been damaged. The 
injury to mature bolls is particularly 
heavy in middle Georgia. although, in 
spite of such damage this section bids

JEWS CHARGE ARABS 
SELL POISON FRUIT 


s 


Jerusalem, September 9.— (4) — 
Jewish sources today reported scat- 
tered disorders of a minor character 
but official statements were that all 
Palestine was quiet. 

Most serious of the Jewish charges 
was that Arab fruit dealers had 
poisoned goods sold to Jews. A wom- 
‘an was said to have been made ijl by 
eating grapes sold by an Arab mer- 
chant. He was arrested in Jaffa an 
the remainder of the grapes sent to 
the health department for examina- 
tion. Other instances were reported. 

These poison tales intensified the 
boycott which Jews have sustained 
against most Arab dealers since the 
rioting between the two races broke 
out. As a result, the Jewish Tele- 
graphie Agency reported that Jewish 
housewives were finding great diffi- 
culty in procuring provisions and sev- 
eral Arab farming communities com- 
plained that they were suffering ex- 
tremely from the boycott. The lead- 
ing Jewish hotel in Jerusalem was 
able to serve only rice’ at one meal. 

Jews of Acre, except for 48 who 
were under arrest, were reported by 
the agency today to have abandoned 
the town. 

Several Jews had been stoned there. 
It was said that those arrested were 
taken when they met to organize for 
self-defense. 

The agency also reported 22 Jews 
under arrest for possessing arms in 
Jerusalem, Jaffa and Tel Aviv. A 
special committee has been appointed 
by the Jewish agency for reconstruc- 
tion work which will expend the 
$400,000 already available. 

Well. informed circles tonight said 
that the government contemplates 
establishing a permanent army force 
in Palestine and reorganizing the po- 
lice force so as to contain British> 
Jewish and Arab divisions of approxi- 
mately equal strength. 

Chief Secretary Luke, of the gov- 
ernment. who has returned to Jerusa- 
lem after an inspection trip to Haifa 
and Safed. was understood to have 
promised Jews that all damages from 
the burning and looting of crops will 
be paid for by the guilty. It was un- 
officially stated that trials of the 
alleged participants in the Hehron 
massacre will start within a_ fort- 
night.
